"The President has decided not 
to leave W ashington a t this tim e," 
the statem ent said. 
Says Action Ju stified 
T he statem ent, read a t a news 
conference by Eben Ayers, assistant 
presse secretary, nsserted that the 
President feels "the u nu su al 
cir­ 
cu mstances in W ashington" Ju sti­ 
fied "his action." 
Tlie statem ent reau : 
"Tlie President has cancelled his 
trip to Florida and the cru ise he 
hu d planned to Lik e in sou thern 
waters becau se of the im m ediate 
critical situ ation involving problems 
requ iring his personal attention. 
"The President has decided not 
fo leave W ashington at this time. 
"The President particu larly re­ 
grets that lie m u st disappoint the 
president and governing body of 
Rollins college. W inter Park . Fla., 
which had u rranged to confer an 
honorary degree u pon him. 
"He also regrets that this change 
in ills plans will necessitate a post­ 
ponement of his m eeting with Mr. 
W inston Chu rchill. He feels, how­ 
ever. that the 
u nu su al 
circu m ­ 
stances Ju stify ills actions. The trip 
Is therefore abandoned."

Whilo the price o f fo o d is high, 
it’s said to be plentiful eno ugh so

Tex tiles are abo ut three o r fo ur 
times prewar co sts, but are fairly 
plentiful and the prices are co ming 
do wn. Sho es are three tim es prewar 
lev el. 
One o f the mo st serio us deficien­ 
cies has been co al, affecting bo th 
industry and the ho me, but the go v ­ 
ernment anno unces that pro ductio n 
has reached the prewar lev el o f 8 0.- 
000 to ns a day . 
As wo uld be ex pected, the black 
market o perato rs hav e been 
fat­ 
tening o n the sufferings o f their 
fello ws. Ho wev er, the go v ernm ent 
has been giv ing th e.e sharks such 
a ho t run fo r their mo ney that they
